The railroads coming into Los Angeles cross the continent at the most advantageous locations. boli: Gis. ibs: 
in making a report to government engineers, referred to this advantage as follows: “Two through lines, the Southern 
Pacific and the Santa Fe systems, cross the continent from Los Angeles at much lower elevations than the northern 
lines, and also connect the Pacific with the Gulf of Mexico.” 

Pacific Electric Ipterurban Railway connects all of the interior cities within a range of sixty miles from Los 
having mileage of 1060.

ELIZABETH HOLLENBECK 
"DIES AT NINETY-ONE. 


N THE thirty-third anniver- 
sary of her husband's funeral, 
Mrs. Elizabeth -Hollenbeck, 
one of the most public-spirited wom- 
en in Los Angeles, and a real plo- 
neer of the Southwest, died last 
night at 10 o'clock in her home at 
No. 573 South Boyle avenue.

NEW PASSPORT RULES. 


Regulations Governing Issuance of 
Documents to Aliens are

Copies of the new rules respect- 
ine the issuance of passports have 
been received by the local Federal 
authorities.

To Close Two Days for Food 
Violation.

“The Food Administration wishes 
to warn the canners to be extreme- 
ly careful in their purchases of to- 
matoes, in order to ascertain that 
the tomatoes in question have not 
been contracted for by another can- 
ner. The fact that the tomatoes 
have been brought to the cannery 
door in boxes of another company 
should be regarded as sufficient no- 
tice to the canner to make diligent 
inquiry concerning the contents. 
The mere written statement of the 
grower that the tomatoes have not 
been precontracted to another can- 
“ner will not be, in such cases, suffi- 
cient. but c areful investigation 
should be made and the canher 
should call up the other firm in 
whose boxes the tomatoes are offered 
for sale 

“The Food Administration wishes 
it to be distinctly undefgtood that 
the penalty in the Gardena case 
was extremely light, because there 
Was no apparent wilful violation of 
the rule. Other cases are coming up 
for trial. and bhevond doubt some 
of them will result in the revocation 
of the canner’s license.”’

PARTY LEADERS 


Congressional Candidate is 


Given an Ovation. 


Thrills with Patriotism Big 
Banquet in His Honor. 


Issue in Ninth District is War 
Versus Pacifism. 


Pointing out that Congressman 
Randall voted against a war measure 
twenty-four days after the United 
States entered the war, Montaville 
Flowers, Republican nominee for 
Congressman in the Ninth District, 
declared at a banquet given in his 
honor at the Union League Club last 
night that the American people can- 
not afford to take chances in select- 


ing Congressmen this year. 

“This one big issue in the cam- 
paign of the Ninth District is pa- 
triotism,”’' declared Mr. Flowers. 
while the audience of 200 strong Re- 
publicans cheered . enthusiastically. 
“Patriotism is the issue in every 
Congressiona] District this year. It 
is the same in England and the 
same in France. The Allied people 
must have sane, loyal Backers in this 
crisis. Every man who has any- 
thing whatsoever to do with gov- 
ernmental affairs must be a patriot 
from crown to sole. 

“This is no time for personal 
friendships,” continued the orator. 
“It is the hour for putting to the 
severest test the metal of every man 
who seeks election to public office. 
Charles Randall voted against \ at 
least six out of eight important war- 
measure and man-power bills, and 
then he asks us not to criticise him, 
explaining that he followed the dic- 
tates of his conscience. If I mistake 
not we elect a man to Congress as 
our representative, to do and think 
the things we want him to do and 
think and not to do what his con- 
science tells him to do. I seriously 
doubt if Mr. Randall represented 
even the smallest percentage of his 
constituents when he voted against 
the right of any United States ship 
to cross the Atlantic carrying mu- 
nitions as a part of its cargo.”’ 

Tumultuous applause followed this 
candid statement of facts concern- 
ing Randall's record in Congress, 
and loud cheers, burst forth when 
Mr. Flowers dediared that President 
Wilso relied *upon Congressman 
Kahn of California to crowd the 
man-power bills through Congress 
after dozens of Democrats and hy-, 
brids of the Randall stripe had for-" 
saken the President in his most try- 
ing hour. . 

Mr. Flowers briefly reviewed the 
history of the Republican party 
from Lincoln's administration to the 
close of the Taft administration and 
pointed out that tbe first guns fired 
in the way of preparedness cam- 
paigning on the eve of the present 
war were fired by Theodore Roose- 
velt and William Howard Taft, two 
Republicans who occupied the Presi- 
dentia!] chair through years of great 
national happiness and prosperity. 

“The man who would vote against 
the war bills of his country after 
his country has gone to war does not 
possess a mind fit to meet the issues 
of the day,” asserted Mr. Flowers.

Lostutter of Pomona, Ed Hahn of 
Pasadena, Judge J. A. Allard of Po- 
mona and Mrs. George A. Barry of 
Long Beach, all of whom made 
short talks reflecting the Republican 
prospects in their communities.

MAN IS SAID TO HAVE MADE 
FORTUNE IN PASSING 
— BOGUS CHECKS. 


Emery Salyard, accused by the 
police and by W. J. Burns detectives 
as being one of the cleverest bogus- 
check men in the country, and who 
has served time in at least five pris- 
ons, was locked up in the County 
Jail at San Bernardino last night, 
following his capture after an all- 
night battle in the San Bernardino 
Mountains.
